6. (Original) The apparatus of claim 5 wherein said cryptographic hashing algorithm is 
selected from the group of cryptographic hashing algorithms consisting of: MD2, MD4, 
MD5, SHA, HAS160, HAVAL, RIPEMD (including RIPEMD-128/160/255/320), TIGER, 
Snefru, FFT-Hash I, FFT-Hash II, MAA, DSA, Cell hash, hash functions based on additive 
knapsacks, and hash functions based on multiplicative knapsacks.
